“ it was stated yesterday, “ that 

istitis may not break out in any of 

xe herds within the next six 
months.” The. organisms responsible 
for the disease had been isolated and 
herds maintained for varying periods 
free from mastitis in the course of 
esearch work carned out by English 
scientists, hut these temporary suc- 
cesses had never been accepted as com- 
plete victory. 

Dr. Dromey’s discovery is, in the 
ofimal view, in no sense a ‘‘discovery.”’ 
Tt is merely the continuation of work 
which has heen done in this field 
during the past twenty-five years in | 
many countries, and notably in 
England, by such men as Edwards. 
Stapleton, Mvynett, the present Director 
of Research at Muktesar, India, and 
Dr. Watts. 

The fact that this cattle disease is 
caused by streptococus-agalactie in 
95 per cent of cases, stated this 
authority, has long been known to 
scientists doing research work in con- 
nection with mastitis, They are 
equally agreed, however, that it can- 
not be cured by vaccine treatment. 
Vaccines have been tried and proved 
a failure in many countries. A vaccine 
was actually manufactured in the 
laboratory of the Department of Agri- 
culture and given out to stock-owners, 
who tried it with an equal lack of 
success, 

It is not the official view that milk 
from mastitis-infected cattle can cause 
septic sore throats among those who 


drink it. . 
SCEFENTIST’S REPLY 


Commenting on the above state- 
ments, Dr. Dromey said last night :— 
‘When I referred to a mastitis-free 
herd, [ was referring to a herd free. 
of the contagious form of the disease 
caused by  streptococcus-agalactiae, 
which my experiments have shown to 
he present in 96 per cent. of the in- 
fected cases. This form of the disease 
is spread from infected cows to healthy 
ones generally through the medium 
of the milker, and as long as these 
infected animals are segregated the 
spread of the disease can be prevented. 
‘It was on this principle that | 
based my segregation experiments. 
But the most important factor for suc- 
cess in this method is a correct diag- 
nosis of the infected animals.’’ 
Continuing, Dr. Dromey safd that 
once a mastitis (agalactiae)-free herd 


idefinitely by excluding animals which 
‘ere shown to be suffering from the 
disease. Whis, however, did not ex- 
lude the possibility of sporadic out- 
breaks caused by one or other of the 
non-contagious forms of mastitis, but, 
as far as his work had been concerned, 
these forms had been found to be of 
relatively rare occurrence.

Mr. Churchill said:—‘‘ The House 
will, I am sure, have been interested 
to learn from the Cairo communiqués 
that the offensive against the German 
and Italian armies on the Libyan front 
has begun. This offensive has been 
long and elaborately prepared, and we 
have waited for-nearly five months in 
order that our Army shall be well 
equipped with all those weapons that 
have made their mark in this new 
war. 

“There is nothing in the world 
quite like the war conditions prevail- 
ing in the Libyan desert, in which 
swift aud far-ranging movements are 
only possible by the extraordinary use 
of‘ armour, air power and mechanisa- 
tion. The conditions are in many re- 
spects like those of sea warfare. The 
principal units involved keep wireless 
silence while preparing or making 
their rapid and extensive movements. 
The encounter, when it is achieved, 
is like the clash of fleets or flotillas, 
and. as in a sea battle, all may be 
settled one way or the other in the 
course of perhaps two hours. 

“Tá in this case the enemy armour 
is destroved, or seriously defeated, and 
air power is dominated, the plight of 
his infantry and artillery, crowded in 
the coastal regions, would evidently 
become serious in some respects.

The 
post of Delegate-General of the French 
Government in French Africa, held by 
General Weygand, is abolished and is 
replaced by a permanent General 
Secretariat for French Africa headed 
by Vice-Admiral Fenard, who was 4e- 
scribed as a collaborator of General 
Weygand. M. Chatel, who is similarly 
described, becomes Governor-General 
of Algeria.

SIR R. ROSS ON

REFERENCE TO PORTS 
OF EIRE 


Sir Ronald Ross (Conservative, 
Londonderry) yesterday in the House of 
Commons debate on colonial affairs, 
said that so much anxiety was shown 
to do benefit to the inhabitants of par- 
ticular localities that the interest of the 
whole community of the Commonwealth 
was frequently forgotten. A notorious 
instance of that was the perfectly 
fatuous abandonment of the ports of 
Eire because Eire had self-government, 
an action which had cost us thousands 
of lives and hundreds of ships, and had 
not done Eire one iota of good. 

He could not conceive anything so 
absurd as to put a censorship be- 
tween Britain and Northern Ireland, 
which was just as much interested in 
the war as anyone in the Empire. 
They had their letters opened, and 
could not even receive such innocuous 
documents as parish magazines, or 
ever: wedding photographs, though 
they could send such things to 
Southern Ireland. If he wrote from 
Northern Ireland to any of the Labour 
members opposite, his letter would be 
opened, and so would their letters if 
they wrote to him. At the same time, 
people going to a neutral country were 
allowed full shipping facilities, though 
this caused great hardship to Northern 
Ireland people.

£93,000 FOR 
_ TEACHERS 


RESULT OF HIGH 
COURT JUDGMENT 


M OVING a supplementary 

sum in respect of primary 
education, Mr. Derrig said, at 
the Dail yesterday, that the 
estimate included £93,000 for 
teachers’ allowances, conse- 
quent upon Supreme Court 
judgment, and £30,000 in re- 
spect of salaries in reform and 


industrial schools. 

The reform of bringing education in 
these schools into direct relation with 
primary education cost the State about 
£30,000, and the Government decided 
reluctantly that. although the scheme 
was desirabie, it would have to wait 
until times were more settled. It was 
proposed, however, to make part-pay- 
ment of the teachers’ allowances as 
from April 1 last. The amount asked 
for in this estimate was £8,000, repre- 
senting £8,800 in a full year. he 
scheme, which had been approved by 
the managers of the schools, would 
embrace teachers possessing qualifica- 
tions for national teachers, and 109 
teachers whose educational attainments 
and experience satisfied the Govern- 
ment. The managers would contribute 
towards the salary of these teachers at 
the rate of £72 per man and £60 per 
woman. The balance of the salaries, at 
the same rate as that payable to 
teachers of ordinary national schools, 
would be defrayed from this vote. Uiti- 
mately the whole cost of the salaries 
would be borne by the State. He hoped 
to submit a pensions scheme for lay 
teachers, and he hoped to submit the 
scheme to the Oireachtas before the 
end of the year. 

The supplementary estimate was 
oo to, as was the second readin 
of the Agricultural (Amendment) Bill, 
1941, and the Committee stage of the 
Water Fé Re Bill, 1941, introduced 
by Dr. C Ward, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. 


RENT RESTRICTION ACT 

On the second stage of the Expiring 
Laws Bill, Mr. J. M. DILLON (F.G., 
Monaghan) said that the Rent Restric- 
tion Act had broken down as regards 
tenement dwellers in Dublin. An 
amending Act should. be introduced 
this year. 

Mr. 8, T. O’KELLY, Minister for 
Finance, said that the Rent Restriction 
Act cried out for codification, but it 
was one of the most complicated ques- 
tions in law. 

The motion to reduce the supple- 
mentary estimate of the Department 
of Supplies providing for the sub- 
sidisation of flour and bread, was 
defeated by 54 votes to 38. 

Mr. LEMASS stated that if the 
existing control over the. flour-milling 
indust-» was maintained permanently, 
or even for a restricted period, there 
would be no logical, fair or desirable 
alternative to nationalisation. But if 
there was a proposal to nationalise the 
industry, it would not be done on the 
basis that ft woettid™ benefit the con- 
sumers, because it would not. 


MARKS AT AN 
EXAMINATION 


When complaints of injustice caused 
by the Department of Education over- 
ruling the original judgment of the 
examiner in Greek, in the Intermedi- 
ate Certificate examination, were 
made by General Mulcahy (F.G., 
Dublin), the Minister (Mr. Derrig) 
stated that it could not be admitted 
that an injustice had been done to 
boys merely because they were not 
given the improper advantage which 
they might have obtained through an 
unfair treatment of the other can- 
didates, and no _ extra scholarships 
could be awarded. 

The Minister stated that, as a result 
of the original marking of papers in 
Greek, 414 out of 864 candidates failed 
to pass, and, following the revision of 
marks, 78 more had passed. 

General MULCAHY pointed out 
that, as a result of the revision, four 
boys who originally were entitled to 
first class honours of £40, now re- 
ceived only second class honours of 
£20. The Minister was asking the 
House to believe that a man who had 
been examining for eight years, and 
three assistants, with four or five years’ 
experience, were guilty of a misjudg- 
ment. He suggested that the colleges 
who specialised in Greek had urged 
the Minister to increase the marks, 
and that these had to be increased 
to the detriment of boys doing science 
and arithmetic. 

Replying, My. Derrig said that in 
recent years efforts had been made to 
guard against abrupt variations in the 
standard of marking, and this was 
secured mainly by close supervision by 
the advising examiner, who set and 
controlled the marking of the paper. 

When the results were tabulated at 
was found that only 53 per cent. had 
passed, compared with 78 per cent., 
which had been the figure for some 
vears. and it could not be assumed that 
the fault lay with the candidates. as 
the results in other subjects had been 
up to the usnal standard. After a care- 
ful examination it was decided that the 
pupils merited an addition of at least 
10 per cent to their marks. $ 

He denied in the most positive 
manner that the advising examiner 
had been overruled by the Depart- 
ment. He not only approved, but 
strongly recommended that the original 
marks in Greek should be revised. - He 
also denied that they had been com- 
pelled by any pressure or representa- 
tions from certain schools to make the 
Téevision.,

The Soviet 
News Ayency says that the Germans, 
encountering stubborn Russian resist- 
ance, have lost heavily both in man- 
power and material. The Germans are 
directing their main efforts to widen 
a breach in the Soviet defences in order 
to win a springboard -for the develop- 
ment of a further push. Pitched battles 
are developing at strategic points of 
the Tula battlefront and in many places 
the Red Army units have forced the 
Germans back on the defensive. 
Groups of German tanks and mecha- 
nised infantry, after driving a wedge 
into the Russian lines at one point, 
were strongly attacked.— (Reuter. ) 


BATTLE OF TANKS 


BERLIN, Thursday.—A_ counter- 
attack by Russian tanks and infantry 
was halted west of Moscow by a Ger- 
man tank division, the German News 
Agency says to-night. German tanks 
attacked from the opposite direction 
when Soviet tanks broke out of wooded 
country and rolled towards one of the 
main roads of communication, it says. 
A fierce tank battle followed along the 
road and, firing as they rolled forward. 
the German tanks stormed the Soviet 
giants and destroyed eleven of them. 
German infantry are said to have 
advanced over the wrecked tanks and 
routed the Soviet forces. 

The Luftwaffe hombed Moscow 
vesterday, the Germans claimed, while 
German heavy artillery shelled 
Leningrad. 

Another German radio claim was the 
destruction yesterday of 17 Soviet air- 
craft. 

The announcer said that fighting 
continued satisfactorily in the Donetz 
Basin. Ten Soviet: tanks, including 
two of the heaviest type, were de- 
stroved yesterday at one point, where 
a German infantry division was operat- 
ing. More than 1.500 prisoners were 
taken bv that division. 

The German radio also quoted a 
report from Hungarian headquarters 
that German and Rumanian troops are 
advancing on  Rostov-on-Don.—(The 
Associated Press.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


The Soviet midnight communiqué 
stated :—‘‘During November 20th our 
troops fought the enemy on all fronts. 


.Fighting was particularly violent ir. 


Rostov-on-Don. Volokolamsk and Tula 
sectors of the front. . During November 
18th, 26 German aircraft were de- 
stroved, and not 21, as previously re- 
ported. 

“In the Barents Sea our ships sank 
three enemy transports of 1,900 tons 
and one tanker of 5,000 tons. In the 
Black Sea our ships sank one enemy 
tanker of 9.000 tons. 

““On November 19th Soviet 
the western and southern front de- 
stroved 30 German tanks, over 100 
lorries with infantry and ammunition, 
140 wagons with military equipment, 
and annihilated two enemy cavalry 
squadrons and one infantry battalion.’’

COOKED PRESSED 


MEAT BAN 


EXPORTS TO BRITAIN 
PROHIBITED 


COOKED pressed beef cannot 
be exported from Eire to 
Britain after the end of this 
month. 


The British Ministry of Food 
has prohibited the import of 
this meat, following complaints 
about the quality of some con- 
signments. 

Recently four and a half tons of 
the meat were condemned by an Eng- 
lish magistrate as unfit for human food, 
and the magistrate remarked that he 
hoped that the authorities would in- 
vestigate and bring to court the people 
responsible for the meat. 7 

On Tuesday last the Department of 
Agriculture advised those engaged in 
the pressed beef export trade to 
suspend operations for the present. It 
was hoped that the Department could 
assume some kind of control of the 
trade here, so as to ensure that only a 
reliable quality of meat should be ex- 
ported before it was necessary for the 
British authorities to take drastic 
action, 

The pressed meat trade since the 
war has grown into one of the most 
important sections of our trade with 
Britain, where war conditions hare 
given rise to a splendid market. ‘The 
exports had reached about one million 
pounds weight of beef weekly. 

The import ban, it is understood, 
does not apply to canned meat. 


BRITISH MINISTER’S 
STATEMENT 


Mr. J. H. Martin (Labour), vester- 
day, asked the British Minister of 
Health whether the agreements govern- 
ing the export of food-stuffs destined 
for Great Britain from other Domi- 
nions also obtain in the case of Eire; 
if not, what measures are taken to 
ensure the standards of purity of food- 
stuffs arriving in Great Britain, and 
whether he is satisfied with the 
adequacy of such measures?” 

Mr. A. E. Brown—Official. certifi- 
cates given by the country of origin 
are not required in the case of meat 
and meat products coming from Eire, 
but all food-stuffs imported from that, 
as from other countries, are subject 
to inspection here. [ am aware of 
certain instances in which these meat 
products have been unsatisfactory, and 
my Department and the Ministry of 
Food are giving special attention to 
the matter, and are in communication 
with the Eire authorities. | 

Mr. Martin—Is he aware that there 
is considerable evidence of a great 
measure of evasion of this inspection, 
and will he take steps in the matter’ 

Mr. Brown—I do not accept that in 
general terms, but, as he knows, I am 
aware of what is happening in a cer- 
tain Borough, and their attention has 
been called to this by the Ministry of

The Western Desert 


North Africa, after a long rest, has 
become once more the scene of furious 
activity. Just over eleven months ago 
General Wavel]l hurled his Middle Eastern 
Army against the Italians in Cyrenaica, 
and, by the use of Blitekrieg tactics, over- 


‘Tan the northern edge of the province as 


far west as Benghazi and the Gulf of 
Sirte. The British triumph was short- 
lived. Almost immediately afterwards 
there were ominous rumours of the arrival 
of German shock-troops and material in 
Libya, and by April of this year an 
“ Axis” offensive, designed to recapture 
all the territory that the Italians had lost, 
was in full swing. General Wavell’s men 
were forced to retire as rapidly as they 
had come, and the “ Axis’ counter-thrust 
left the situation almost exactly as it had 
been in December. There was one 
difference—an important difference. The 
port of Tobruk, nearly a hundred miles 
within the Libyan border, remained in 
British hands, and has been a thorn in the 
side of the “ Axis ” forces ever since; but, 
with that exception, Libya was regained 
for King Victor Emmanuel. For the past 
six months two powerful armies have faced 
each other across the frontier, while the 
world has waited for one of them to move. 
The British have cast the dice to fortune. 
On Tuesday morning their Middle Eastern 
Army, under Lieutenant-General Sir Alan 
Cunningham, with powerful assistance 
from the Royal Navy and Royal Air 
Force, crossed the border along a front 
that extended from the sea southwards to 
Jarabub. News is extremely scanty.- It 
is announced that the offensive opened 
in heavy rain, that Sollum and the 
notorious Halfaya Pass were shelled, as a 
preliminary, by the Mediterranean Fleet, 
and that a general advance of fifty miles 
was made in the first twenty-four hours. 
For the rest, reports differ. Berlin.claims 
that British formations have met with 
damaging resistance; the British profess 
to have encountered no serious opposition, 
and to be within ten miles of Tobruk. 
Neither the magnitude nor the object of 
the offensive has been revealed. A 
dispatch from Istanbul—which, with 
Ankara, has become a sort of clearing- 
house for Near Eastern news—says that 


4 General Cunningham is in charge of no 


fewer than 750,000 men; but there is no 
adequate account of the number of German 
and Italian divisions that are opposed to 
them. 

If this Istanbul report is read in con- 
junction with Mr. Churchill’s speech, it 
looks as if General Cunningham has a 
thoroughly ambitious project in mind— 
nothing less, in fact, than a campaign to 
sweep the ‘‘ Axis” forces out of Northern 
Africa. He hardly would employ such 
numbers if the intention were merely to 
relieve Tobruk and to push the border a 
hundred miles or so further west, The 
omens are that Libya will become the 
scene of far more bitter fighting, and 
fighting on a far larger scale, than it has 
experienced hitherto. Both the original 
British invasion and the “Axis” 
counter-thrust were of the nature of a 
‘““push-over’’: the advance, in either 
case, was as fast as the men could be 
carried in their tanks and armoured cars. 
The new offensive is conspicuously slower, 
which suggests that the German military 
experts have not been wasting their time 
in the Western Desert. They have 
profited by the example of Tobruk, and 
General Cunningham may expect to find 
many other “i islands of resistance,” in 
addition to Bardia, which will prevent any 
repetition of the runaway victory that he 
gained eleven months ago. The odds, 
however, ought to be in his favour. 
Germany has a whole-time job on her 
hands in Russia, and, presumably, cannot 
divert any overwhelming force either of 
men or of material to stiffen the Italian 
resistance. If the British attain a large- 
scale success, of course, Herr Hitler will 
be bound to take notice; for the loss of 
Cyrenaica would place Italy in extreme 
jeopardy, and the Germans would be 
forced willy-nilly to accept the danger of 
war on a new front. Everything depends 
on the speed at which General Cunniny- 
ham can move. Great: Britain clearly is 
determined—if, again, the Istanbul report 
is correct—not to repeat her former 
mistake of employing insufficient force, 
and the ‘‘Axis’’ Powers find themselves 
confronted with the possibility of an 
offensive on a scale that only they them- 
selves have attempted hitherto.

The Minister for Supplies furnished 
Dail Eireann on Wednesday night with 
an interesting statement on the distri- 
bution of petrol. He was speaking on a 
private member’s motion asking for a 
select committee to investigate and report 
on the petrol supply and its basis of distri- 
bution. Like most private members’ 
motions, however, this one had been put 
down long before the business of the House 
allowed it to be debated, and it is possible 
that members had become so accustomed 
to the sight of it on the Order Paper that 
they had iost much of the enthusiasm that 
animated them on the subject of petrol 
when rationing “ scandals ” first attracted 
public attention. It is a pity that the 
Information Bureau could not have been 
used to provide the public with some of 
the figures which Mr. Lemass put before 
the Dail on Wednesday. The Government 
must have been aware of the perturbation 
that existed among people of public spirit 
owing to the seeming inequalities in the 
distribution of petrol; confidence in the 
Minister for Supplies was not helped by 
the omission to be frank. Since last 
Christmas, when the Government was 
informed that no further petrol would be 
available for the twenty-six counties and 
there was, quite reasonably, a certain 


‘| amount of panic, the flow of petrol into 


Eire has been irregular. As a result of 
diplomatic and other representations early 
in the year, the country was promised a 
yearly supply of 20,000,000 gallons, but 
up to the end of September only 13,627,000 


j gallons had been rectived. Some of the 


¥ considerable ‘balance, no doubt, will 


; reach these shores eventually, but it is not 


certain that the 20,000,000 gallons will 
have arrived by the“end of the year. 
However, the Government made its plans 
on the assumption that the full amount 
would be received. They set aside one 
million gallons for the use of the Army; 
560,000 gallons for evaporation and waste, 
and 500,000 gallons for the petrol com- 
panies’ services. As 1,650,000 gallons had 
been’ used in January, before the position 
was clarified, this left a sales quote of 
16,300,000 gallons upon which the 
rationing had been based. It was upon 
the distribution of these 16,300,000 gallons 
that most of the criticism in the Dail 
founded itself. 

Mr. Lemass, in his statement, defended 
the fiat rate basis of rationing, with 
supplementary allowances for doctors, 
clergymen and other privileged classes of 
the community. He spoke of the difficulty 
of treating every application for petrol on 
its merits, and most people will agree 
that greater scope for abuses would exist 
with individual treatment than with flat 
rate allowances. He replied to those who 
had asked for tho abolition of private 
motoring by stating that much of the 
private motoring in the country really was 
for business purposes, while much less 
than ten per cent. of the total petrol con- 
sumption was by private cars. As usually 
happens when Mr. Lemass has figures to 
go on, he made a very good case for his 
Department’s handling of the petrol distri- 
bution. He failed, however, to give any 
undertaking that the abuses in connection 
with petrol rationing would be stopped. 
Indeed, he went so far as to say that there 
could be no check upon the misuse of petrol 
supplied for the operation of lorries and 
goods vehicles in the private cars of the 
lorry owners, though he was quite satisfied 
that such abuses had taken place. There 
was little value in his assurance to the 
House that no application for petrol to 
draw turf, grain or other essential 
products had been refused—where the 
application was approved—when he was 
unable to guarantee that the petro] granted 
for the transport of those essential 
products had actually been used in that 
way. Dr. T. F. O’Higgins, who initiated 
the discussion, did not exaggerate when 
he spoke of -the great wastage of petrol 
that is taking place in the country. It is 
scarcely fair, however, to- blame the 
Minister for Supplies for the lack of 
public spirit among those who take 
advantage of their positions to obtain far 
more petrol than their duties justify p and 
the Minister hardly can be blamed for 
the wholesale dishonesty which has created 
the ' black market’’ for petrol and petrol 
ration coupons. That, surely, is the 
affair of the Department of Justice. Co- 
operation between Supplies and Justice, 
and a little ingenuity in the issuing of 
petrol coupons, followed by police investi- 
gations at suspected garages, ought to 
reveal enough evidence to start hundreds 
of prosecutions for petrol malpractices, if 
there is any real desire to prosecute 
offenders. 


STAGGERED HOURS AS AID 
TO TRANSPORT 


If ideal ‘‘staggering’’ of business hours 
were secured there would be no need for 
any passenger on Dublin United Transport 
Company ‘buses to stand; in fact, "Go “mh: 
to Mr. Leslie Luke, Public Relations Officer 
to the Company, there would be at least five 
per cent. of seats to spare. 

Recently, Mr. Luke told an Jrish Times 
reporter yesterday, ticket inspectors and 
inspectors at city termini, who have a yery 
good idea of which passengers are shoppers, 
conducted a census. They learned that at a 
well-known stop in 0’ Sonnell street 636 
shoppers from O'Connell street, Henry street, 
Talbot street and North Earl ‘street boarded 
forty-four ‘buses between 5.50 and 6.50—an 
average of fourteen to each fifty -Six seater 
‘bus. This represented twenty- five per cent. 
of the seating capacity. At College Green, 
397 shoppers, from Grafton street, Dame 
street and thereabouts, boarded fifty-five 
‘buses, and occupied twelve-and-a-half per 
cent. of the seating space. Inspectors who 
boarded the ’buses found that out of a total 
of 1,105 passengers, 300 were shoppers, 
representing twenty-seven per cent. of those 
travelling. 

Mr. Luke estimates that at the moment 
the company is carrying an average of one 
million a month more passengers than it 
carried this time last year. During one 
month they carried three million more.

The “Times, of 1880 


Old files have always held a peculiar 
fascination for me, and I spent an 
extremely enjoyable half-hour recently 
delving into some old copies of the [Irish 
Times of 1880 which are at present domi- 
ciled in Trinity College Library.

One report 
told of an attempt on the life of the King 
of Spain, who was travelling with his 
Queen, when some cursed ,democrat fired 
two balls at him. These passed so close 
that Her Majesty, to use her own words,

What weird and wonderful stories 
emanated from the Police Courts in those 
days. Two you rs, aged seven and ten, 
were found guilty of playing pitch and 
toss ‘‘ nearly all day on Sunday,’’ where- 

n the elder was sent to the workhouse, 
while his pal was fined five shillings. The 
lad who was fined probably played the 
same game the following week, but I 
wonder where the other boy is now, and 
whether his term of confinement was a 
slur against him all his life. 

In addition to this case, there were many 
curious cases of wife- beating and police- 
beating, as well as magnificent descrip- 
tions of the antics of the local inebriants, 
which shortage of newsprint and a natural 
modesty forbid us to print nowadays.

MAINIE H. JELLETT 
EXHIBITION 


Miss Jellett, whose exhibition of pean 
in oil and gouache opened at The Gallery, 
7 Stephen's Green, yesterday, is the least 
SHE as she is the best, trained of 
what might be described as the experimental 
school of contemporary Irish artists. Her 
work is largely analytical. Thus “ Nativity ” 
may be taken as an attempt to establish the 
esthetic essentials of the appeal of a Fra 
Angelico or Filippo Lippi masterpiece. There 
is no delineation of the features of the 
Madonna or the Divine Child, no search for 
types, nothing but the bowed figure of the 
Mother adoring the Baby. Yet the drawing 
is so good and the colours are so harmonious 
that the reverent mood of religious art is at 
once recalled. Similarly with ‘‘The Ninth 
Hour.”’ Traditional taste, harking back to 
the art of Perugino and Raphael, which made 
Calvary a serene rather than a tragic place, 
might easily be tempted to an immediate re- 
pudiation of Miss Jellett’s sombre tone and 
dynamic composition. Here the artist, 
again without elaboration of detail in the 
matter of features, uses line and colour to 
suggest a cataclysmic moment of history; and 
is, of course, justified in the result. This, in 
fact, is the kind of art which shakes us out 
of our complacency. 

On the other hand, Miss Jellett can create 
the essence of happier moods with ey 
unmistakeable success, and ‘‘ Sligo Memory, 
‘Winter Landscape,’’ and ‘‘ Bog and Sea,’ 
as well as half-a-dazen studies rel prancing 
horses on western seashores are as radiant in 
temper as they are restrained in technique. And 
delightful memories are evoked by her gay 
stage sets for the ‘“ Puck Fair” ballet pro- 
duced at the Gaiety Theatre last February.

increases in pay, to which will be 
added the bonus granted by the Rail- 
way Wages Board on Friday last. 

he railway companies, it is under- 
stood, were not prepared to abolish the 
new entrant rate in its entirely because 
the decision was one of the Railway 
Wages Board in 1927 and applied to 
the whole of Ireland. The difference 
now existing between employés who 
have joined the railway services since 
January 1, 1928, and those in the ser- 
vices prior to that date is practically a 
nominal one. 

The position regarding the applica- 
tion of this ratein Eire is more difficult 
because of the existence of Order 83, 
and it is understood that the new 
agreement could be applied to Eire 
employés of these railways if the Order 
could be amended to allow of it.

CONTRACTS 
DECISION OF THE JURY 
The hearing was concluded at Kil-

104d. for meat supplied to the 


military barracks and outposts pre- 


ferred against Joseph Hehir, Kilkenny ; 
Thomas Bergin, Kilkenny, and Private 
Thomas Higgins, of the Defence Forces. 

The jury disagreed on two charges 
against Hehir and a charge of con- 
spiracy against Higgins. By direction 
of the uas, the jury returned a 
verdict of '“not guilty ” on the second 
charge of fraud against Higgins. 

On the application of Mr. Murnaghan, 
for the prosecution, the cases, together 
with an additional charge of receiving 
stolen goods against Hehir and a 
further charge of larceny of goods 
against Higgins, were transferred to 
the Central Criminal Court. 

Thomas Bergin, who pleaded guilty, 


was sentenced to six months’ hard 


labour, 

After other evidence had been given, 

The accused man, Hehir, stated that 
he was to get all the money received 
from the Minister, as well as the 
money for the hides, and Bergin was to 
get any portion of the meat he could 
sell in his shop. He (Hehir) was 
spending about £200 a week on pur- 
» ena of cattle, and that involved him 
in being out about £1,000 a month in 
the bank, and he was given credit tril 
payments came in. The total amount 
spent on the contract for three months 
was £2,247 14s. and he received £3,529 


from the Minister for Defence and 


£102 in respect of hides, which left a 


profit of £284 on-the three months. He 
paid to Bergin £176. He (Hehir) drew 
no cheques for payment to Private 
O'Hara, and had no hand, act, or part 
in any fraud on the Minister for De- 
fence. :

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U-BOAT THAT SANK 
ARK ROYAL 


ADMIRALTY BELIEVES 
IT DESTROYED 


The British Admiralty yesterday 


stated that it ‘‘is now able to an- 


nounce that a German U-boat has been 


destroyed by the corvette H.M.S. Mari- 
gold (Lieutenant J. Renwick, R.N.R.) 
in the area in which H.M. ship Ark 


Royal had been torpedoed only two 


days before. As the U-boat was patrol- 


ling in the same waters, it is practically 
certain that it was concerned in the 


attack on H.M. ship Ark Royal. 


H.M. ship Marigold attacked with 
depth charges. These forced the U-boat 


to the surface. and it was at once en- 
gaged by gun-fire from the corvette. 


‘The crew of the U-boat took to the 
water as their vessel sank. Thirty-four 
survivors were picked up and are

prisoners of war. 

At the time of the sinking of the 
Ark Royal on Friday last, an eve- 
witness stated that the U-boat must 
have fired its torpedoes from well out- 
side the carrier’s destroyer screen— 
probably from a distance of three or
